INDUSTRIAL PEACE; MORE 
WAGES FOR LABORERS.

The strike at the Pacific Coast 
Steel Company’s plant, which 
for a time affected the activities 
of the mills and caused opera¬ 
tion to cease, has been satisfac¬ 
torily settled. 

As soon as the management of 
the steel works was formally 
notified as to the exact demands 
of the striking laborers, nego¬ 
tiations were opened, which ter¬ 
minated in the men returning to 
work on a new scale of hours 
and wages. 

The laborers will now receive 
$2.50 for an eight-hour work¬ 
day. They had been receiving 
$2.25 for a ten-hour workday. 
Other changes affecting certain 
departments also went into 
effect which mean better pay. 

The situation was peculiar in 
the extreme as the strikers, 
principally foreigners, were un¬ 
organized when the walkout oc¬ 
curred. They had made no de¬ 
mand, and the company was at 
a loss as to how to deal with the 
men. 

The strike started originally 
when an Italian laborer is sup¬ 
posed to have quit in a huff one 
week ago last Saturday. Last 
week the strike grew to such an 
extent that it affected the opera¬ 
tions of the plant and resulted 
in idlenuess for hundreds of 
men in nowise connected with 
the strikers. 

It was reported that outside 
interference was being used by 
agitators who desired to prolong 
hostilities and bring about 
chaos. However, organized la¬ 
borers came to the rescue. 
Unionization resulted, the agita¬ 
tors were overruled, and formal 
demands were then made upon 
the company, and this ended 
satisfactorily to all parties. 

The strike was free from riot¬ 
ing, though at one stage of the 
affair last Monday Superintend¬ 
ent N. A. Decker of the plant 
appealed to Sheriff Michael 
Sheehan at Redwood City to 
guard the works as he feared 
violence at the hands of men 
who had never been in his em¬ 
ploy. 

The sheriff and a posse of 
deputies were rushed to the 
strike scene and later four agi¬ 
tators were taken into custody. 
They were released, no official 
complaint being made against 
them. 

Members of the steel workers’ 
union, who attended a meeting 
of the San Mateo county central 
labor union, reported that the 
strike was really a trivial affair 
as far as trouble was concerned.

CHARITY WORK 
WELL DONE 


The board of supervisors met in 
regular session Monday, February 
39th, at 10 a. m., there being present 
Dr. C. V. Thompson (presiding), T. 
L. Hickey, William H. Brown, John 
MacBain and Joseph M. Francis. The 
minutes of the meetings of February 
6th and 13th were read and approved. 

The report of J. R. Eubanks, super¬ 
intendent of the count farm and hos¬ 
pital, showing that he had cared for 
seventy-three inmates, thirteen of 
whom were discharged and four died, 
was received and ordered filed. 

State aid for two half-orphans at 
Colma was allowed, on motion of 
Supervisor Hickey, seconded by 
Supervisor Brown. 

Applications for county aid were 
received from five persons, all of 
whom were granted relief in the sum 
of $8 a month. 

The following applications for 
dance permits were received and 
given their first reading: 

Ettore Croll, Marine View Terrace; 
Victor Grosskurth, Coppa’s Cafe, 
Colma. 

An application for a license to 
peddle junk in the county was re¬ 
ceived from A. Levin, a resident and 
taxpayer of Daly City. The permit 
was granted on motion of Supervisor 
Hickey, seconded by Supervisor Mac- 
Bain, 

A communication was received from 
the Lomita Park improvement club, 
asking the board to take some action 
toward constructing a wooden flume 
in connection with the proposed im¬ 
provements in Lomita Park, also a 
culvert opposite the Lomita Park 
schoolhouse on St. Anselmo avenue. 

The communication was ordered re- 
lerred to Supervisor Hickey and Sur¬ 
veyor Neuman. 

A communication was received from 
E. N. Kingsland, secretary of the 
Bellevue improvement club, Daly 
City, complaining of the damage be¬ 
ing done the homes of that place by 
blasting in a quarry in the vicinity. 
The matter was referred to Super¬ 
visor Hickey, in whose district the 
quarry is located. 

A communication was received from 
Clay Anderson, resident engineer of 
the California highway commission, in 
reference to the installation of an 18- 
inch pipe at Belmont on Ralston 
a venue to carry drainage water from 
the easterly side of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific railroad track. The writer stated 
that the highway commission had 
purchased the necessary pipe and 
shipped it to Belmont. Inasmuch as 
the supervisors had agreed to defray 
cne-half the expenses of the project 
and as the purchase price and the 
freight amounted to more than one 
half the total cost, it was suggested 
that the board take care of the in 
stallation. 

On motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor MacBain, the 
matter was ordered referred to Sur 
veyor Neuman. 

A communication was received from 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company, 
offering to substitute in place of each 
■so candlepower lamp in the Beresford 
highway lighting district a 100 
candlepower lamp, without any addi 
tional cost to the county.

San Mateo county is doing efficient 
charity work. 

According to a report just compiled 
by the state board of charities, San 
Mateo county has taken good care of 
its needy people. The report was pre¬ 
sented to the members of the board 
of supervisors Monday morning by 
Stuart A. Queen, secretary of the 
above organization. 

Queen showed how the relief work 
in the county could be carried on 
more effectively by creating a relief 
commission, such as is now in exist¬ 
ence in several counties of the state. 
These commissions, as explained by 
Queen, are under the supervision of 
the supervisors, and are composed of 
persons interested in the work, who 
give their service without any re¬ 
muneration. 

The idea of such a commission met 
with the approval of the board. In 
order to secure the necessary informa¬ 
tion pertaining to same, District At¬ 
torney Swart was requested to secure 
from the supervisors of Fresno county 
copy of a resolution adopted creating 
a relief commission of this kind. 
Queen stated that the Fresno county 
system is considered one of the best 
in thg state and one that could be 
followed by this county on a smaller 
scale.

A. H. Davison, superintendent of 
Cypress Lawn cemetery, appeared 
before the board and asked that the 
matter go over until it could be 
looked into thoroughly. 

Both the supervisors and district 
Attorney Swart feel the hog situation 
in the north end is becoming a serious 
and important one and must be dealt 
with accordingly. 

At the suggestion of District Attor¬ 
ney Swart, and on motion of Super¬ 
visor Hickey, seconded by Supervisor 
MacBain, the board ordered Health 
Officer W. G. Beattie to inspect the 
various hog ranches and have a re¬ 
port ready at the next meeting in 
March.

AMUSEMENTS 

The writer of this article remem¬ 
bers, when a boy, reading a book 
which treated of the customs of the 
people during the days of the old 
New England Puritans. 

The feature of the book that pro¬ 
duced the most lasting impression 
was the seemingly utter absence of 
amusements among the children of 
that day. And we remember wonder¬ 
ing if those sober little children ever 
smiled, and if they really enjoyed 
committing to memory psalms by the 
yard. 

We should encourage healthy 



amusements, in old as well as in the j 
young. 

Fun—pure, unadulterated, care-free 
enjoyment, unhampered by thought of 
anything serious—is as necessary to 
the right development of the human 
animal as is daylight to „ the plant. 
We qualify it only by adding "in mod¬ 
eration.” 

Were you ever on a large stock 
farm, where numbers of colts were j 
herded in a pasture? If so, you have 
noticed that very little of their time | 
seemed to be given to the serious 
problem of cropping grass. When they 
were not engaged in games of romps, 
teasing each other, they were prowl¬ 
ing over the field, investigating every 
nook and corner. Their restlessness 
and curiosity were never satisfied. 

Young people—and many older 
ones, too—are just like those colts. 
Life is not a serious problem to them. 
That comes only in later years. They 
know not, as yet, that life holds for 
them any serious problem to be 
solved. In fact, they couldn’t under¬ 
stand them if confronted with them. 

Since, then, our young people WILL 
have amusements, what are we of this 
town doing about it? Are we furnish¬ 
ing it for them, or arc we simply per¬ 
mitting them to seek such as they 
can find? 

We should keep in mind the fact 
that just as they are incapable of 
grasping the serious side of life, so 
are they incapable of judging the 
merits or demerits of their amuse¬ 
ments. 

It is our duty as guardians of the 
morals of the community to see that 
our young people ar not only kept 
tree from the WRONG amusements, 
but are FURNISHED with the RIGHT 
kind. 

An up-to-date opera house or 
CLEAN moving picture show is a 
modern necessity in every town. A 
first class gymnasium, ball park, etc., 
are essential to the right development 
of our young people. 

The churches and parents are 
I charged with the moral development 
of our children. The schools are held 
accountable for their mentality and 
educational qualifications. 

Rut amusement alone can develop 
! that physique which will insure suc- 
! cess in the commercial pursuits of 
later life, and which will supply the 
health that leads to ripeness of age. 

Study this subject over carefully, 
you mothers and fathers. Consider 
the buoyant spirits and overflowing 
energies of your boys and girls, and 
recognize the plain truth that they 
MUST have an outlet. Then ask 
yourself the question: “Are we fur¬ 
nishing them SAFE and HARMLESS 
means of diversion?” 

Never fear but they can find 
amusement in plenty if we turn them 
loose to hunt for it, They’ll find it, 
and it may suit them, but will the 
QUALITY suit us? 

It would be well for us to pause 
in the chase of the dollar long enough 
to make sure that the young people

GETTING SIGNERS FOG 
ANTI-MERGER PETITION 

Town Marshal C. M. Hirschey of 
Hillsborough, granted a week’s leave 
of absence by the Hillsborough town 
trustees for the purpose of canvassing 
the county for signers to the petitions 
being circulated by the San Mateo 
county Preservation League, visited 
South San Francisco this week. 

Hirschey was given the use of an 
automobile for the week by Town 
Trustee Henry T. Scott. The petitions 
of the preservation league oppose the 
enabling act introduced in the legis¬ 
lature by San Francisco and favor 
the constitutional amendment intro¬ 
duced by the local representatives, to 
provide for the autonomy of the bor¬ 
ough system in case consolidation is 
effected. The petitiosn will be pre¬ 
sented to the legislators before the 
measures come up for final considera¬ 
tion. 

MERCHANTS OF PALO ALTO 
WAGE WAR ON THIS COUNTY 

Palo Alto merchants are at war 
with the authorities of San Mateo 
county, who have ordered a number 
of the local produce dealers from the 
county. 

Palo Alto is just over the county 
line in Santa Clara county, and San 
Mateo county officials demand pay¬ 
ment of a $250 license before gro- 
eerymen, meat dealers and milkmen 
can solicit and deliver their wares in 
the couutry directly outside Palo 
Alto. The license taxes are handled 
by Tax Collector McSweeney. 

According to the merchants’ asso¬ 
ciation of Palo Alto, which is prepar¬ 
ing to fight the San Mateo county 
board of supervisors, this license is 
prohibitive. City Attorney Malcolm 
of Palo Alto holds that merchants in 
Santa Clara county can deliver goods 
ever the county line if they wish. 

Constable Walsh of San Mateo 
county says lie will swear out war¬ 
rants for every merchant in Palo 
Alto as soon as he catches them de¬ 
livering goods in his county. Oscar 
Johnson, representative of Bixby & 
Lillis, Palo Alto grocers, and M. J. 
Fairfield of Stanford Laundry have 
already been arrested and released on 
$25 bail for each.

CflPITALPUNtSHHENT 

Rev. Leslie C. Kelley of Grace 
Episcopal Church has written an in¬ 
teresting article on “Capital Punish¬ 
ment” at the request of The Enter¬ 
prise. 

Rev. Mr. Kelley was confronted 
with the capital punishment problem 
in a nerve-racking situation in con¬ 
nection with the case of J. Vance 
Wilt, who just paid with his life after 
being found guilty on a murder 
charge. 

ilt maintained his innocence, and 
&s Mr. Kelley states: 

“He died a manly death.” 

The following is self-explanatory: 

“AN UGLY HERITAGE OF 

A HEATHEN! PAST.” 

(By Rev. Leslie C. Kelley.) 

There occasionally arises a public 
issue about which there can be no 
choice. A subject that is entirely 
cne-sided. A matter where no one 
can be “on the fence,’” because there 
isn t any fence. Such a question is 
that of capital punshiment. 

There was a time when it was quite 
universal to punish with death prac¬ 
tically any person who offended 
•against even the most trivial of laws. 
Rulers end governors of very small 
consequence were allowed to slay at 
will. The feeling of might held the 
tingle of blood and with blood were 
the ancient halls of injustice red. 
The most trifling and the most un¬ 
heard-of things were counted as 
capital crimes. When Herod slaugh¬ 
tered the innocents because he 
feared that there was one among 
them that might grow to be a man 
and oust him from the throne he held 
by usurpation, he did not do Herod’s 
deed but merely acted in the spirit 
of the time. When Herod's son re¬ 
garded three thousand Jewish priests 
as offending him by disagreeing with 
him and consequently ordered them 
to be enticed into the temple and j 
then punished with the death pen- 1 
alty in one bloody feast, he did noth¬ 
ing unnatural for the time in which 
he lived. ( 

Conditions quite as bad as these ( 
are still found in heathen countries, t 
In China it is a crime to be born a 
girl, the father of the child has the 
authority to put the child to the 1 
deatli penalty, and he commonly does 
so. Conditions equally horrible are 
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secured through circumstantial evi¬ 
dence. The uncertain laws of the 
very new science of psychology are 
made use of, generally by a jury quite 
unfamiliar with those laws in any 
sense. It cannot be affirmed that 
under given conditions all men will 
act in the same manner, for all men 
are not alike. Mrs. Surrat was 
hanged and afterwards proven com¬ 
pletely innocent of all complicity in 
the assassination of a president. 
Durant was convicted on circum¬ 
stantial evidence and hanged. Since 
then another has confessed to that 
crime, but is at liberty. 

Capital punishment is murder. 
Murder is murder, whether com¬ 
mitted by one man or by two, or by 
the people of the state of California. 
People whose religion is based upon 
the Bible defend capital punishment 
for murder because of certain texts, 
i. e., “And eye for an eye,” and 
“Whoso sheddeth man's blood, by 
man shal his blood be shed.” But 
those who try to base their religion 
I upon the Prince of Peace Himself 
know very well that He condemned 
the “eye for an eye” policy and intro¬ 
duced a new principle in its place. 

Let us abolish this ghastly practice 
when the amendment comes before 
us at the next state election. To vote 
in favor of capital punishment is to 
willingly cut the string that drops I 
the gallows trap. To vote for its 
abolition is to take one more step 
forward in the long distance we yet 
must travel to reach that stage of j 
Christian civilization for which we j 
all of us yearn.

found in India and among many sav¬ 
age tribes. 

Where Christian civilization has 
spread the number of crimes punish¬ 
able with death have diminished until 
to-day, wherein the death penalty is 
inflicted only, for treason, train- 
wrecking, rape and murder. In many 
places the death penalty has been 
abolished. In Russia the death pen¬ 
alty is not inflicted, save for treason. 
In Holland the death penalty has 
been abolished altogether, also in 
Portugal, Belgium, Switzerland, Rou- 
mania, Finland, and twelve of our 
own states. Capital punishment is 
administered in France only when 
murder is committed in connection 
with some other crime. m 

The number of murders does not 
increase when the death penalty is 
abolished. Strange to say, there is 
always a decrease. Finland stopped 
capital punishment in 1824 and has 
not had a murder since. 

■ There are two reasons for placing 
men in prison. The first is for the 
protection of society and the second 
is for the help and betterment of the 
-*■ man who commits the crime. Society 
j just as safe from a dangerous man 
when he is behind prison walls as 
when that man is dead. By im¬ 
prisoning a man for life, he is given 
that fair and rightful opportunity to 
gradually erase from his nature the 
-tain ■ ( h>s sin. Giving him a priest 
for a few months and then putting 
jiim to death does not help him in 
that regard. 

Furthermore, it is only the poor 
who suffer this penalty as a general 
rule R is shame enough that money 
should be able to keep an offender 
from justice, whatever his crime. But 
financial backing has juggled actual 
and cold-blooded murderers from the 
fi nd of justice and secured acquittal 
^ V for them, while others who had not 
dibdo means to hire attorneys equal to 
the average prosecutor in ability have 
had to perish on the gallows. All 
those who have suffered the death 
penalty in California for the last five 
years have been from the ranks of 
the poor.

The resignation of Custer and the 
San Bruno trustees’ failure to accept 
it has been widely interpreted as a 
subterfuge to deceive the grand jurors 
and defeat the real purport of such a 
body. 

San Bruno citizens seem to take 
kindly to the attitude of the board 
of trustees. 

According to the report of the
